You also must be an 
Alberta resident for at least six months and a resident of Didsbury 
for at least three months. 

After all the

Forum will be 
held in the first 
week of October, 
sponsored by the 
Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

The forum is 
an opportunity 
for the public to 
ask questions re¬ 
garding each can¬ 
didate. 

The forum will 
be chaired by 
Evan Parliament 
and Vance Van 
Dam. 

October 19 is 
election day in 
Didsbury. 

"The town 
could use some 
new people, new 
ideas and I'm 
looking forward 
to seeing a new 
council," said 
Lea. 

"If you feel 
that you could 
help your com¬ 
munity take a 
chance at it."

Chinook's Edge School Divi¬ 
sion has not only acknowledged 
that math is a problem in the 
schools, but has included very 
specific plans to combat low math 
achievement in their divisional 
three year plan. 

"That is a big, big goal this 
year," said assistant superin¬ 
tendent Bill Chalmers when he 
presented the draft plan to the 
board. 

Math is not the only measure 
that they hope to improve by 
implementing this plan. 

According to the message 
from the chair, Linda Yargeau, 
"Several significant challenges 
face our division in the years 
ahead, the allocation of limited 
funds in the most efficient and 
effective manner, the continua¬ 
tion to advocate for public edu¬ 
cation, enhanced coordination 
of services to children with spe¬ 
cial learning needs, the imple¬ 
mentation of new Kindergarten 
through 12 curriculum and 
monitoring the new initiatives 
already implemented or to be 
implemented." 

The three year plan, which 
has been mandated for all school 
boards, follows nine major goals 
set out by the province. The 
jurisdiction must then not only 
set target, but also a plan to 
achieve those targets. 

On the mathematics issue, 
the board has identified this as 
one of their major goals in many 


areas of the plan. Theii goal is 
to have 85% of students achiev¬ 
ing acceptable of excellence 
standard on the achievement 
exams for the school year 1998/ 

1999. The following year, the 
target is 90%, and in the year 

2000, they wish to have 100% of 
students achieving that level. 

The strategy that they have 
outlined is that each school, as 
well as the division, will analyse 
the results of exams and develop 
improvement enhancement 
plans. This idea is for all sub¬ 
ject, but specifically highlights 
math 

It scys, "A systematic process 
will b>. maintained and enhanced 
to asMst schools in analysing, 
preparing and reporting Pro¬ 
vincial Achievement and Di¬ 
ploma Exam results. 

The plan also outlines areas 
where teachers will have to in¬ 
clude some type of target in 
their own personal professional 
development plan. They also 
will seek out trained math teach¬ 
ers, which has been identified, 
especially in recent months to 
be a problem not only in 
Chinook’s Edge, but across the 
province. 

To monitor their success in 
not only sending students into 
the world with adequate math 
skills, but in all areas, through 
the plan the board implemented 
a new tracking program that 
will follow division students into 
their post secondary years. They 


wish to monitor how many stu¬ 
dents feel they have left jurisdic¬ 
tional schools with "the at¬ 
tributes, knowledge and skills 
for entering either a post-sec¬ 
ondary institution or the world 
of work. Their target is that by 
the year 2000, 90% of students 
and parents will feel the board 
has achieved that goal. 

Finding highly qualified math 
teachers wasn't the only issue 
that the board addressed in their 
plan. They also feel that it will 
get more and more difficult to 
find administrators in each 
school. 

"They are getting to be a rare 
breed," said Chalmers. The 
board intends to seek out those 
who show promise as future 
administrators, specifically 
within the division, and then 
provide in-service that will al¬ 
low that talent to blossom. 

The board has many times 
expressed concern over the rapid 
rate of growth in the division. 
They have directly addressed 
this problem in their issues iden¬ 
tified in the three year plan. 
There are presently 11,600 full 
time equivalent students in 
Chinook's Edge and the board 
expects a growth rate well be¬ 
yond what it has been in the 
past of at least 2% each of the 
three years addressed in their 
plan. An area of especial con¬ 
cern is in Sylvan Lake and Pop¬ 
lar Ridge. They plan to make 
application to the province for a 


new school in Sylvan Lake in 

2001. For Poplar Ridge, they 
will apply for four new porta¬ 
bles to address the immediate 
concern this coming school 
year. 

Other issues relating to 
growth have been outlined in 
the draft's last goal for capital 
planning. Riverglen school is 
due for modernization this com¬ 
ing school year, Innisfail High 
will start a larger moderniza¬ 
tion project this year also. In 
1999, Steffie Woima School is 
on the board for new portable 
classrooms. And in 2000 it is 
hoped that Hugh Sutherland 
School in Carstairs will either 
see massive modernization or a 
new school. 

Technology integration in the 
schools is also a major goal of 
the three year plan, it includes 
teaching teachers how to effec¬ 
tively use technology in their 
classrooms, and having high 
tech modern systems in all 
schools equally across the divi¬ 
sion.

They approached different businesses and 
people in our community, and had them fill 
out a questionnaire that had been given to 
them by the federal government. 

"We wanted to represent the community in 
a very valid and fair light," said Kirk. 

So, they headed off to Camrose to attend 
Phase One of the government initiative. 

Forty people attended the forum from the 
areas surrounding Camrose. 

They said the gathering was a bit disor¬ 
ganized, but Grimmon said "that Clem Kirk 
brilliantly led the meeting." 

They also said that the meeting was quite 
informative. 

"As diverse as we are, our problems were 
similar," said Kirk. 

Some of the problems that they agreed on 
were: how to keep young people in the smaller 
towns and on the farms; how to lower the 
high taxes; structuring of funding; how to 
change the attitude of communities and up¬ 
date it; and cooperation and regionalization. 

The group also discussed solutions to the 
various problems. 

They all agreed that the government should 
be based on "the power to serve, rather than 
the power to rule," and that all levels of 
government should work together. 

Also, that government programs must be 


longer than politicians' term of office. 

"We would all like to maintain the quality of 
life in our communities," said Grimmon. "Hav¬ 
ing a common thread would be a goal." 

The forum wasn't all about discussing prob¬ 
lems, though. The benefits of living in a rural 
community were also addressed. 

Some of the key benefits were: small town 
atmosphere; good quality of life; good social 
and moral environment; an aggressive entre¬ 
preneurial spirit; and a safe community. 

The group also discussed rural success sto¬ 
ries.' Grimmon said that it was very hard to 
choose just one from our community, but said 
that they decided on TransFeeders as Dids- 
bury's rural success story. 

The two said that the meeting was insightful 
and a worthwhile experience. 

The information that was gathered at all of 
these forums will now be sent to the federal 
government to be analysed and compiled into a 
document. This document will then be used for 
a National Rural Workshop, that would in¬ 
volve people from across Canada meeting in the 
nation's capital to further discuss their prob¬ 
lems and accomplishments, so that the federal 
government can better understand how we 
live.

With fewer banks, 
the customer has fewer choices 
and less competition. 

"Businesses will have less op¬ 
portunity to rebound in bad situ¬ 
ations," said Steve Fillmore, a 
licensed, independent financial 
planner with the Mutual Group 
in Didsbury. "If you have trou¬ 
ble with one bank you could go 
to another bank, but with the 
banks merging you won’t have 
that choice.

The mqjor banks involved in 
the merger say there will not be 
any job losses, in fact, they say 
there will be jobs created and 
employees will be transferred to 
the more efficient bank branches. 

With fewer banks, some busi¬ 
nesses see it as a business op¬ 
portunity. Two of the busi¬ 
nesses are the Alberta Treas¬ 
ury Branch and the Mountain 
View Credit Union Limited 
within the local economy.

With the bank mergers still a 
few months or even years away, 
the effects of these mergers on 
rural Alberta are only specula¬ 
tion. Whatever the final out¬ 
come, be sure that rural Al¬ 
berta will be affected regardless 
and that the urban landscapes 
will look different. There will 
be fewer banks, less choice, and 
less competition when the 
smoke clears. As in Beiseker, 
competition will be completely 
eliminated in some communi¬ 
ties. 

Federal Finance Minister 
Paul Martin has raised some 
concerns of his own. 

"We cannot have an unac¬ 
ceptable reduction in competi¬ 
tion in financial services in this 
country."

Suicide is something that I live with every day. Every day since this 
past February. 

I remember the day. I remember the hour. I remember what I was 
doing. I remember the call. 

Someone very close to me attempted suicide and my world has been 
tom apart ever since. 

I would never have expected that he would try and kill himself. He 
always seemed like such a happy guy. He has a very loving family, a 
wonderful job and a brilliant future. I suppose that what I saw in him 
was not what he saw in himself 

Life has been hard these past few months since it happened, but we 
try not to let it bring us down. I thank God each day that he survived. 

There are still many wounds to heal, both physically and emotionally. I think he is the bravest 
person I know. He is so courageous. He is my hero. 

People say that there are certain warning signs to watch for: a loss of appetite, mood swings, 
introverted behaviour, drug or alcohol abuse. I saw none of those signs. Nothing. I thought 
everything was fine, until I got that call. 

I've learned many lessons through his attempted suicide. The biggest has to be not to take people 
in your life for granted because you never know when tragedy can happen. 

I also think that we need to listen better to what people are saying. You have to be able to read 
between the lines and listen with your full attention. 

I've also learned to try and better express my feelings to others. Sometimes people just need to 
hear 'I love you' or I care about what's going on in your life.' These days we're just not quick enough 
to share our emotions with others. 

Suicide is a realism in our world today. It happens everywhere and to anyone. You may think 
that you have the perfect family, but have you taken a closer look? Have you talked about it? Have 
you listened for the unheard cries of a desperate soul? 



Ottawa’s despised 
commodity: truth

Truth is not exactly a valued 
commodity in Ottawa these days. 
Recently, two federal civil serv¬ 
ants in charge of tracking ex¬ 
penses at Canada's foreign em¬ 
bassies decided to take the gov¬ 
ernment to court for $33 million. 
Their complaint? When they 
tried to do their job and report 
wasted tax dollars and profligate 
spending, they were harassed and 
intimidated by senior manage¬ 
ment in the Department of For¬ 
eign Affairs - apparently for four 
years. 

Tired of the persecution, they 
decided to sue to highlight the 
lack of whistleblower protection 
given to civil servants. As it is, 
when your public employees 
come forward with evidence of 

7T r* waste or cor¬ 
ruption, they literally put tneir 

jobs on the line. 

They are torn between their 
oath of confidentiality on the one 
hand, and their responsibility to 
serve the public interest' on the 
other. And secrecy wins out over 
accountability, with public serv¬ 
ants being punished for shed¬ 
ding light on waste and misman¬ 
agement. 

Well-crafted whistle-blowing 
legislation could rectify this prob¬ 
lem. Sadly, the President of the 
Treasury Board, Minister Marcel 
Masse (who is also a former sen¬ 


ior bureaucrat) sees no need for 
such legislation. 

Last summer we explored sev¬ 
eral landmark cases that clearly 
demonstrate the need for an of¬ 
fice or independent ombudsman 
to protect whistle-blowers. 
Masses office arrogantly re¬ 
sponded to our work with a quasi¬ 
form letter defending the status 
quo. 

"Sanctions and legislation are 
already in place covering inap¬ 
propriate actions," wrote Masse. 
"The government is striving to 
ensure that these policies are 
appropriately applied across the 
Public Service. The mechanisms 
described protect those employ¬ 
ees who report mismanagement 
and there is no requirement for 
additional legislation.” 

No requirement? Obviously 
Mr. Masse reads too many of his 
own speeches but not enough 
—nnrts Here'ssome 
facts for Mr. Masse to consider: 


Fact #1: Chapter 1 of the Au¬ 
ditor General's (AG) 1995 Re¬ 
port dealt with ethics and fraud 
awareness. The AG noted that a 


variety of acts compel public serv¬ 
ants to come forward with evi¬ 
dence of fraud or mismanage¬ 
ment, but the main reason peo¬ 
ple may not come forward is due 
to a "fear of repisal." The AG also 
recommended that "whistle¬ 
blowing legislation" could be one 
mechanism to address this fear. 

Fact #2: Scandals at Revenue 


Canada, the never ending hor¬ 
ror stories out of DND, and the 
tragedy of muzzling scientists 
at Fisheries and Oceans arejust 
a few examples of the problems 
that still exist in our public 
service. News organizations or 
interest groups broke all these 
stories after receiving the pro¬ 
verbial "brown envelope.” 
These envelopes continue to be 
passed to outsiders because 
public servants will not report 
waste or fraud internally for 
fear of persecution. 

Fact #3: A $33 million law¬ 
suit is before the courts and the 
plaintiffs - if they win their case 
- will use the proceeds to aid 
other public servants in simi¬ 
lar positions of peril. 

Come to think of it, the huge 
award could be paid out of the 
salaries and pensions of Mr. 
Masse and his cabinet col¬ 
leagues. Hitting Masse in his 
wallet might change hio tune 
since he seems impervious to 
the facts, logic or common sense. 

The Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation and several public 
sector unions (yes, we're on the 
same side of the issue) continue 
to press the government to act.

Sat. July 18 was Parks Appreciation Day in Alberta, and was a 
good time to review the provincial government's campaign to 
privatize our parks. The final plan for parks privatization, issued 
last year, was entitled 'Completing the Puzzle.' 

This year we can honestly say that far from "completing the 
puzzle," Albertans are more puzzled them ever over what has 
happened to our provincial parks. 

Some private operators are feeling the financial squeeze from 
the government who has left them responsible for costly infra¬ 
structure upgrades and repairs. Municipal Districts and in some 
cases non-profit organizations, have had to take responsibility for 
re-opening 'closed' campsites that were still operating because the 
public uses them. 

Other parks which could not be sold off, have been maintained 
by parks workers, members of AUPE, and are still as popular as 
ever with campers and vacationers. 

What a costly mess this government has made out of a once 
efficient well run parks program. Its failure has exposed the myth 
that privatization offers a realistic alternative to public services. 

This really never was about serving Albertans better or provid¬ 
ing better parks services, it was about the government downloading 
responsibility to our parks (our heritage), to private operators, 
municipal districts and non-profit organizations. It was about 
philosophy and the bottom line rather than preserving and 
promoting our parents' heritage for our children and grandchil¬ 
dren. With the huge fiscal surpluses it would cost the government 
very little to retain our parks as a provincial public service. The 
benefit to us, and future generations, would far outweigh the 
costs. 

What a great parks day present that would be for all Albertans.

gimmick from John Diefenbaker's 
1963 campaign, where he met vot¬ 
ers at whistle-stops across the 
country on the back of a train, the 
NDP will use a cross-country train 
trip as their caucus retreat this 
summer. Leader Alexa 
McDonough and her 20 person 


caucus will board a VIA Rail train 
in Vancouver and spend 5 days 
discussing party strategy, before 
arriving in Halifax near the end 
of August. 

Obviously the reason 
for this venue is to gener¬ 
ate more attention than 
the fourth placed party 
usually receives in Ot¬ 
tawa. Using free MPs 
travel provided by the 
House of Commons, the 
caucus will use several 
sleeping cars on a regular 
trans-Canada train, as 
well as a separate car for a 
meeting room. Needless to 
say, no cost estimates have been 
discussed publicly, but knowing 
that the average cross Canada ex¬ 
cursion ticket is approximately 
$1,500 per person, the NDP pub¬ 
licity stunt will surely cost in ex¬ 
cess of $30,000. 

This pales in comparison to the 


Prime Minister's plan of asking 
his 155 MPs to his hometown rid¬ 
ing of St. Maurice in early August. 
The Liberals will be using the new 
hotel and convention complex, 
which received $1.2 million in em¬ 
ployment and infrastructure 
grants, paid for in part by taxpay¬ 
ers. It is this structure that will 
receive $36,000 in hotel bills alone 
from the Liberal caucus. The 
Prime Minister insists that his 
riding didn't get the cash, hotel 
and convention centre because it's 
his home turf, but one has to won¬ 
der. 

I'm very proud that our con¬ 
stituency will be hosting the Re¬ 
form Caucus retreat this year and 
want to stress that it will not be 
funded by taxpayers, nor were 
any political favours involved in 
choosing this location. I look for¬ 
ward to showing them the beauty 
in Wild Rose country, and letting 
them experience the hospitality 
this constituency is known for. 



This sophisticated campaign will 
skillfully try to convince the pub¬ 
lic that the factory farm industry 
and the Alberta government re¬

Beating the heat in summer driving 


With school out and cottages 
opening up, it's a good idea to 
get our cars ready for any trips 
we might be planning this sum¬ 
mer. As Canadians, we know 
what summer travelling in all 
about - camping trips, heading 
to the cottage every weekend, 
cross-country family trips and 
hauling the boat to the lake for 
the summer. Before any travel¬ 
ler does any of these summer 
activities they should consider 
a checklist of things to do to get 
the car ready for hot weather 
driving and some tips to keep 
the whole family happy and safe, 
wherever our travels may take 
us. 

Summer can actually be 
harder on your car and its en¬ 
gine than winter, so it makes 
sense to take the time to prepare 
your car before all the extra 


driving, hot weather and heavy 
hauling takes its toll on your 
engine. By taking simple pre¬ 
cautions now and taking into 
consideration who you’re trav¬ 
elling with, you can make sum¬ 
mer travelling safer and more 
fun. 

Roadside assistance provid¬ 
ers recommend the following 
tips before setting out on a long 
distance trip: 

- Check the tread wear on 
tires to ensure proper traction 
on slippery wet roads - if you 
have all-season tires, your tread 
will usually last longer. 

- Check the air pressure in 
your tires - refer to your owner's 
manual for proper pounds of 
pressure for your vehicle. 

- Inspect your engine belts 
for signs of fraying or cracking 
- if they are, they need to be 


replaced. 

- The heat can be hard on 
your engine oil. Go for an oil 
change and a new filter to help 
prevent additional wear and 
tear, or the engine from over¬ 
heating. 

- Check all the fluid levels in 
the car - including windshield 
washer fluid, power steering, 
oil and brake fluid. 

- Check your wiper blades to 
ensure streaks won't be left on 
your window and obstruct your 
view when it's raining. Change 
winter blades to summer blades. 

Travelling with children can 
add to the stress of a long trip as 
well. There are several activi¬ 
ties that young travellers can be 
engaged in while enjoying the 
scenery and company of sib¬ 
lings and parents.

Locals participate 


in worldwide drive

Despite the fact the world 
produces enough grain alone to 
provide every human being on 
the planet with 3600 calories 
per day, millions of vulnerable 
people throughout the world 
wake each morning knowing 
they will not have enough to 
eat. 

For many donors to the Ca¬ 
nadian Foodgrains Bank, this 
is motivation enough to share 
their harvests with those in the 
developing work who have none. 

This includes a group of local 
Didsbury area farmers who are 
currently growing an 80 acre 
plot of barley. 

"Farm donors across the 
country have responded gener¬ 
ously with donations of every¬ 
thing from wheat, canola and 
barley to soybeans, corn and a 
variety of other agricultural 
commodities,” said Trish Jor¬ 
dan director of resources with 
Canadian Foodgrains Bank. 
"Last year our grain donations 
increased for the second con¬ 
secutive year and this has given 
us the confidence to set this 
year's target at more than 16,000 
metric tonnes." 

The Winnipeg-based charita¬ 
ble agency, which facilitates the 
collection of grain and other 
agricultural commodities on 
behalf of its 13 church based 
members, received donations at 
prairie and Ontario grain eleva¬ 
tors totalling 15,278 metric 


tonnes (mt) in the 1997/98 fiscal 
year ending Mar. 31; up 6.2% 
from the previous year. 

When cash donations received 
are combined with grain re¬ 
sources, the total value of all 
donated resources reached $5.85 
million in 1997/98, an increase 
of ‘29 r /( over the $4.5 million 
donated a year ago. 

These donated resources al¬ 
lowed the Foodgrains Bank 
membership to provide more 
than 50,000 metric tonnes of 
food to vulnerable people in 24 
different countries worldwide. 
Among the areas of the world 
that received that majority of 
the Bank's food assistance in 
1997/98 were North Korea, 
Ethiopia, Guinea/Liberia and 
Kenya. 

"The enthusiasm and effort 
put forth by local volunteers is 
what makes this program work," 
says Jordan. "People with a 
heart for the poor and hungry 
find that their involvement at 
the grassroots level allows them 
to engage in community devel¬ 
opment and education in a very 
practical way. Whether it’s par¬ 
ticipating in growing projects, 
grain drives or other events, 
they develop a connection and 
understanding of the needs of 
those in the developing world. 
We are very fortunate that so 
many committed individuals 
have chosen to share their re¬ 
sources with the world's hun¬ 
gry and reach out to people in 
their time of need."

I saw him the moment we entered the door. 
Bright red shirt, snow white hair, great big running 
shoes and a smile that lit up the whole room. Dr. 
Grant MacEwan is Chic's old friend and as a fellow 
horse lover and author he was there to offer his 
congratulations and support. He was introduced of 
course, and given a round of applause. Then Chic 
was introduced and after he had noted that Dr. 
MacEwan had received more applause than he had, 
Chic made a small speech and sat down. We could 
hear Dr. MacEwan conferring with Chic and then 
Chic rose again to explain that Dr. MacEwan's 
hearing is not what it used to be and he had not 
realized that he was being introduced. He wanted to 
say a few words. Someone suggested that he speak 
from where he sat but a man who has made about a 
million speeches knows that you do not work effec¬ 
tively from a chair. He rose, addressed that chair in 
proper Parliamentary fashion, congratulated Chic, 
expressed his delight at being part of the celebration 
and thanked the people who made it possib! - for him 
to be part of it. He especially thanked his driver who 
had come safely and speedily down Highway 2 and 
through the beautiful green countryside. "Every¬ 
thing so beautiful and everyone hurrying so fast 
they didn't even see it." He said that he didn't know 
how much further and faster we will be able to go. 
"We will have to come to a stop sometime and I think 
it will have to be fairly soon." His voice was strong 
and used no notes. 

Several people were in tears. Not because of the 
content of his speech, but because of who he is and 
because he was there. Because he is valiant and 
good and sweet and honest, because he is everything 
a grandfather should be and because he is a real 
Albertan and he is old and frail and he is a part of 
all of us. And in my case because he reminds me so 
much of my dad. Grant MacEwan and my dad, Glen 
Johnston, were contemporaries in the Legislature. 
Dad was a Social Credit and Grant was a Liberal but 
that did not prevent them from maintaining mutual 
liking and respect. When Dad was almost 90 he 
made a speech at his sister's 100th birthday party. 
He was in a wheelchair but he stood to speak, 
addressed the chair, spoke clearly and didn't use 
notes. We were very touched and very proud. 

I have encountered Dr. MacEwan several times 
over the years and each time I tell him who I am and 
that Glen Johnston was my dad. "Oh yes," he would 
say, "a fine man, a good man and did you know that 
your mother and I are almost twins. Born just a few 
days apart in 1902." Mom would have been 96 last 
week, Dr. MacEwan will be 96 on August 12. I told 
him who I was this time too. "You must be very 
proud," he said. I don't know if he really remembered 
the connection or if, "you must be very proud,” is a 
safe thing to say to any grey haired lady who is 
yelling in your good ear. I don’t really care. What is 
important is that he is who he is and I got to talk to 
him one more time and he reminded me so much of 
my parents and all that is good and noble in our 
society. Blessings on you dear old charmer, your 
likes will not be soon seen again.

Here are some things to keep 
in mind to keep everyone in the 
family comfortable while in the 
car, and some reminders on how 
to travel with kids: 

- Remember never to start 
your trip before everyone has 
been safely buckled in. 

- Always keep first aid sup¬ 
plies handy for long trips, and 
even not-so-long trips. 

- Any parent travel survival 
kit should include: wet wipes, 
children's acetaminophen, wa¬ 
ter or juice and some snacks to 
tide kids over between stops, 
paper/markers/colouring 
books, books for the kids and 
books for mom and dad to read 
out loud to the kids. 

-Make sure to plan your pit 
stops according to a plan set 
out earlier. 

- Also make sure that the 
children have some time to blow 
off some energy during pit stops 
- a football, a frisbee, baseball 
gloves or a skipping rope usu¬ 
ally does the trick. 

- Make sure the children are 
comfortable, and whenever 
possible change their seating 
arrangements in the back seat 
of the car - this lets them see 
different views and can pre¬ 
vent fighting over a favoured 
seat. 

Preparing your vehicle for 
every season is a good habit to 
get into and it doesn't take a 
lot of time or technical knowl¬ 
edge. It is essential that every 
driver be prepared to take on 
the weather conditions in any 
season. Summer, however, can 
be especially hazardous be¬ 
cause of the number of drivers 
taking to the roads for longer 
trips, and every driver should 


be prepared for any emergen¬ 
cies that may arise. 

The following items should 
also be included in an on¬ 
board kit to prepare for sum¬ 
mer roadside emergencies: 

- jumper cables 

- a "call police" sign for your 
windshield 

- vise-grips (a virtual does- 
all tool) 

- working jack (put some 
gloves in the trunk too) 

- large lug wrench (for bet¬ 
ter leverage - less effort) 

- small fire extinguisher 


- heavy-duty flashlight 

- flares or reflectors 

- bottled water 

- blankets 

Remember, there may also 
be times when having all the 
necessary tools is not enough 
and that's when there may be 
times when emergency road¬ 
side assistance is needed. For 
times like that, belonging to a 
roadside assistance club is es¬ 
sential. Ideally, the best plan 
is the one that covers the car 
and any driver who may be 
operating the vehicle.

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Simple tips to safer summer time barbecues 


Summer is synonymous 
with barbecue. And barbecue 
isn't barbecue without steaks, 
chicken, chops and big, fat, 
juicy hamburgers. However, 
with barbecue season in full 
swing it's important to take 
care when handling and cook¬ 
ing meat. 

"While haemorrhagic colitis 
has been nicknamed ham¬ 
burger disease, ground beef 
isn't the only culprit," said 
Linda St. Onge, food scientist 
with Alberta Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Development. 
"All undercooked beef, pork 
and poultry, as well as unpas¬ 
teurized milk, are ideal for the 
growth of the E. coli bacteria 
responsible for haemorrhagic 
colitis." 

"In the last few years, inci¬ 
dents of hamburger disease 
have declined, and that's a very 
positive sign," said St. Onge. 
"The disease is a 

gastrointestinal illness caused 
by E. coli bacteria. The bacte¬ 
ria produces a poison, or toxin, 
that damages the intestinal 
lining and results in 
haemorrhagic colitis. Symp¬ 
toms include: severe stomach 
cramps, bloody diarrhea, de¬ 
hydration and a mild fever, 
two to eight days after eating 
contaminated food.” 

Recommendations from Al¬ 
berta Health on treating ham¬ 
burger disease are very ex¬ 
plicit: 

- see your doctor if you ex¬ 
perience bloody diarrhea 

- do not take medication to 
stop the diarrhea, unless pre-

"Recovery from the disease 
is usually noticed within two 
weeks," said St. Onge. "In a 
very small number of cases, 
the E. coli toxin results in a 
serious, sometimes fatal com¬ 
plication called Hemolytic 
Uremic Syndrome (HUS). 
This kidney failure can result 
in the need for dialysis and, 
eventually, kidney transplant. 
It is especially dangerous to 
young children, the chroni¬ 
cally ill and the elderly." 


The most effective way to 
combat haemorrhagic colitis, 
is to practice good, hygienic 
food handling and preparation. 

There are a few basic food¬ 
handling precautions when 
cooking meat that will pre¬ 
vent illness: 

- cook ground beef and 
chicken thoroughly so there 
is no pink in the centre and 
juices are clear; 

- internal temperature of 
larger cuts of meat must be at 
least 140 degrees F to kill the 
bacteria. The temperature can 
be checked with a meat ther¬ 
mometer; 


- don't let raw or cooked 
meat sit at room temperature. 
Serve cooked meats immedi¬ 
ately or keep hot and cook 
prepared hamburger patties or 
other meats immediately or 
refrigerate; 

- refrigerate or freeze meats 
as soon as possible after buy¬ 
ing; 

- thaw frozen meats in the 
refrigerator or in a microwave 
and not at room temperature; 

- wash your hands thor¬ 
oughly before and after han¬ 
dling food and raw meats; 

- wash all utensils, cutting 
boards and counters with hot 


soapy water to prevent bacte¬ 
ria in raw meats from con¬ 
taminating other foods; 

- wash all utensils or plates 
that have been in contact with 
raw meats before using again; 

- use separate cutting 
boards for raw meats, cooked 
meats and other foods (or wash 
the cutting board thoroughly 
after each use); and, 

- avoid unpasteurized milk. 

"Summer is a great season 

to enjoy. Being a little more 
careful with food prep is not 
only easy to do but will result 
in a safer summer for Alberta 
families," said St. Onge.

Farmers will see 
increased payments 

The Canadian Wheat Board announced that the Gov¬ 
ernment of Canada has approved an increase to the 1997/ 
98 initial payments for wheat and durum wheat. 

Effective this past Tuesday, initial payments will in¬ 
crease by $6 to $10 per tonne for milling grades of wheat 
and $15 per tonne for milling grades of durum wheat. 

Farmers who delivered wheat and durum wheat to the 
CWB between Aug. 1, 1997 and July 20, 1998, will receive 
an adjustment payment, which will be mailed or received 
by direct deposit the week of July 27. 

This is the third adjustment to wheat initial payments 
and fourth adjustment for durum heat in the 1997/98 crop 
year. 

The initial payment is guaranteed by the Government 
of Canada and is made when farmers deliver their grain. 
The payment represents a significant portion of the 
expected total return from all sales during the entire crop 
year. It is adjusted as market circumstances warrant or as 
each pool account becomes more finalized. Farmers re¬ 
ceive the balance of their returns in the interim or final 
payments after the close of the crop year, and after all 
expenses have been deducted. 

The CWB is one of the world's largest wheat and barley 
exporters, with annual sales revenues between $4 billion 
and $6 billion. It markets Prairie grown wheat and barley 
to over 70 countries around the world. As the farmer's 
single desk agency, the CWB returns all sales revenues, 
less the costs of marketing, to wheat and barley farmers 
in Western Canada.

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Renewed Ag Research Agreement good news for Albertans 


All Albertans stand to ben¬ 
efit from the renewal of the 
Canada/ Alberta General Ag¬ 
ricultural Research Agreement 
(GARA) announced on July 3 
by Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada (AAFC) Minister Lyle 
Vanclief and Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment (AAFRD) Minister Ed 
Stelmach. 

While GARA does not have 
a dollar value attached to it, 
the document facilitates the 
signing of other agreements 
between levels of government, 
industry and research facili¬ 
ties. These agreements help 
create newer and better agri¬ 
cultural products as well as 
generate jobs and wealth in 
Alberta. 

"GARA has provided an ex¬ 
cellent framework for the gov¬ 
ernments of Canada and Al¬ 
berta to work as a team fur¬ 
thering agriculture and food 
research and promoting tech¬ 
nology transfer," said Vanclief. 
"The renewed agreement en¬ 
sures that not only the agri¬ 
culture industry benefits from 
the research, but so do all 
Canadians who each day en¬ 
joy high-quality foods and in¬ 
novative products." 

"By renewing GARA, the Al¬ 
berta Agricultural Research 
Institute (AARI) will be able 
to continue funding research 
projects at Agriculture and 
Agri-Food Canada's Lethbridge 
Research Centre for the ben¬ 
efit of the agriculture and food 
industry." said Stelmach. "A 
recent study on the efficiency 
of the Institute's Farming for 
the Future program shows that 
every dollar AARI invests in 
research in this province yields 
$78 to the economy. We be¬ 
lieve that all Albertans benefit 
tremendously from this kind 
of investment." 

Through the 20-year-old 
GARA agreement enables the 
federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments to sign other agree¬ 
ments, such as the Alberta/ 
Canada Barley Agreement and 
the Forage/ Beef Subsidiary 


Agreement. 

The Alberta Barley Com¬ 
mission recently joined the Al¬ 
berta/ Canada Barley Agree¬ 
ment, a partnership between 
AAFC, AAFRD and the Al¬ 
berta Agricultural Research 
Institute (AARI). The Com¬ 
mission has committed 
$500,000 toward the recently- 
constructed new growth facil¬ 
ity, the James H. Helm Cereal 
Research Centre, at the Field 
Crop Development Centre 
(FCDC) in Lacombe along with 
annual program support to¬ 
ward the development of the 
barley crop. FCDC's research 
at the facility makes use of 
new genetic technologies, such 
as improved disease resistance 
and quality, to speed up the 
length of time it takes to de¬ 
velop new varieties of cereal 
crops. Normally, it can take 
10 to 15 years to develop a new 
cereal variety. These new tech¬ 
nologies can cut that time by 
two-thirds, getting new genet¬ 
ics into the hands of farmers 
much more quickly. 

Under the Forage/ Beef Sub¬ 
sidiary Agreement, the West¬ 
ern Forage/ Beef Group aims 
to improve the profitability and 
sustainability of Alberta's for- 
age-based beef industry. Lo¬ 
cating both federal and pro¬ 
vincial staff at the Lacombe 
Research Centre makes it 
easier to get timely research 
information to industry while, 
at the same time, minimizing 
overlap and duplication of 
services from both levels of 
government. 

GARA has already provided 
many benefits for Albertans 
during its 20-year history. 
Under the agreement, collabo¬ 
rative soil and water quality 
and technology transfer pro¬ 
grams were initiated in Al¬ 
berta in the late 1980s. These 
programs helped farmers in¬ 
troduce and expand the re¬ 
duced tillage and direct seed¬ 
ing practices that are now be¬ 
coming popular across the 
prairies.

Frost damage to trees

Administration 

The Canadian Prairies are full of surprises and this spring 
was no exception. Most parts of the prairies experienced a cold 
blast of winter in early June and now the effects of the frost are 
causing people to become concerned. In many areas, the leaves 
on trees have frozen, turned black and fallen off. Our experts 
say this should not cause any long term negative impacts on 
the trees and, therefore, there is no cause for alarm. 

What stage of growth the tree was at when temperatures 
dropped will determine the extent of the damage. The most 
succulent growth will be the most negatively affected. This will 
be apparent on such species as green ash. Expect to see black 
tips and frozen leaves that will drop off. Also, you may notice 
small spruce buds which have frozen and turned a pinkish/ 
brown color. They may drop off as well but the overall health 
of the tree will not be affected. 

The trees should recover whether they are mature or just 
newly planted. They may be slow in leafing out or in the case 
of newly planted trees they may not leaf out at all this year. 
Therefore, keep this in mind when considering replacements 
for next year. It would be advisable not to remove the affected 
trees this year and wait until next spring to determine the 
extent of the damage. Very few will perish from this spring's 
untimely frost. 

The best thing you can do right now is keep the affected trees 
as healthy and free of stress as possible. That will mean 
keeping weeds and grass out of the site and watering the trees 
when needed.

Between the 1994-1995 
fiscal year to the 1998-1999 
fiscal year, AARI approved 
$9.79 million to AAFC projects 
across Western Canada. 97% 
of that funding was for re¬ 
search conducted in Alberta.

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Advance forage insurance 
payments for dry areas 


In response to the continu¬ 
ing dry conditions developing in 
parts of Alberta, Ed Stelmach, 
Minister of Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development in¬ 
structed the Agriculture Finan¬ 
cial Services Corporation to be¬ 
gin the process of advancing 
payments on hay and pasture 
acres insured for 1998. This 
marks the first time that such a 
payment has been made under 
the hay and pasture component 
of crop insurance. 

"Nobody has to tell produc¬ 
ers how dry it is out there," said 
Stelmach. "Some farmers are 
having to truck in hay from 
other parts of the province, or 
they're having to truck out their 
cattle to graze elsewhere in Al¬ 
berta. We re estimating that ap¬ 
proximately 1,000 producers in 
the dry areas, with forage in¬ 


surance, will receive $4 to 5 
million in advance funding." 

Once the crop year is over, 
insurance adjusters will assess 
the total amount of farmers' 
losses and pay out the balance, 
depending on how much cover¬ 
age producers purchased. Right 
now, forage crop conditions are 
estimated to yield less than 50% 
of what's considered normal in 
areas where there has been no 
significant amount of rainfall in 
the past 12 months. 

Alberta's farm safety net pack¬ 
age, which includes Crop Insur¬ 
ance, FIDP, Disaster Assistance 
Loans along with the NISA pro¬ 
gram, has consistently dealt 
with similar weather-related 
losses. 

Producers who chose not to 
take out forage insurance may 
be eligible under the Farm In¬ 


come Disaster Program (FIDP) 
for income losses due to lack of 
rain for the 1998 tax year. FIDP 
triggers a payment when a farm¬ 
er's net income in a single year 
drops more than 30% from the 
previous three-year average. 

Stelmach also requested a re¬ 
view of afTected municipalities 
to determine their eligibility for 
a tax deferral of drought in¬ 
duced sales of breeding stock. If 
so, he will make this recommen¬ 
dation to the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

"I encourage producers who 
are facing hay and pasture losses 
due to dry condition to get in 
touch with their local AFSC 
office to get more information 
on the 1998 advance on forage 
insurance," said Stelmach. 

Applications will be available 
in the first part of July.

CWB Bulletin 

At a glance: 

The CWB will hold field days at its Windows to World 
Markets crop demonstration plots across the Prairies begin¬ 
ning the week of July 20. The first four tours will be held: July 
21 in Kindersley, SK; July 22 in Naicam, SK; July 23 in 
Saltcoats, SK; and July 24 in Crystal City, MB. For directions 
to the plots, or more information, call 1-800-275-4292. 

From elevator to port: 

For the week of July 6 to 10, rail car unloads for the six 
major grains exceeded target at the West Coast and were 
slightly below target at Thunder Bay. Unloads totalled 1,793 
cars at Vancouver (target: 1,620) and 66 at Prince Rupert 
(target: 0). At Thunder Bay, rail car unloads totalled 1,682 
(target: 1,760). 

For crop year week 49 (week ending July 10), primary 
elevator space averaged 46% across the Prairies. Manitoba 
elevators averaged 52% space, Saskatchewan elevators aver¬ 
aged 40% space and Alberta elevators averaged 47% space. 

FOB forward: 

The CWB expects the first grain vessel to arrive at the Port 
of Churchill for its cargo on July 29. The Churchill sales 
program for CWB grains is projected to reach close to 300,000 
tonnes. 

Potpourri: 

A lower Canadian dollar means farmers get more money 
from the sale of their wheat and barley. Almost all CWB sales 
are made in US dollars, the currency of world trade. Therefore, 
a weaker Canadian exchange rate means a higher rate of 
return per US dollar sale. For example, for wheat priced at 
US$150 per tonne at port position, a one cent reduction in the 
Canadian dollar would result in more than a $3 per tonne gain 
in Canadian dollar sales revenue.

The Didsbury Bantam Rebels 
became Zone 5 Bantam girls 
fastball champions over the June 
27 weekend by defeating five 
other zone challengers in a zone 
playdown tournament hosted 
here in Didsbury. This earned 
them the right to represent our 
zone at the Provincial Girls D 
fastball championships that were 
held in Spruce Grove over the 
past weekend, July 17-19. 

The Rebels began play Friday 
morning at 9 a.m. and got off on 
the right foot by defeating an 
Edmonton team - the Willowby 
Phantoms - by a score of 11-8. 

They came up against Boyle 
for their second game Friday and 
chalked up another win with a 
14-11 score. 

Saturday play had them meet 
Lethbridge, which the Rebels 
handily won in only five innings. 

Sunday morning they went up 
against the host team - Spruce 
Grove Conlee Construction - and 
again posted a win after only five 
innings of play. 

The Rebels had been placed in 
the six-team pool for their round- 
robin play (the other pool had

Provincials. They played some 
great ball to put them at a 4-0 
record. In their pool was yet an¬ 
other team, the Thorhild Thun¬ 
der, who had a 4-0 record as well. 
The Rebels never had the oppor¬ 
tunity to meet up with the 
Thorhild team, as round-robin 
play sets up all teams with only 
four games.

Being second, the Rebels were 
to play the first-place team from 
the other pool in the semi-final 
game. They played the 
Southwood Selects, a team from 
Edmonton, who fielded an ex¬ 
tremely talented pitcher and the 
Rebels had trouble increasing 
their bat speed to match the 
pitches coming in.

Confusion steals the show at Stampede 


The Calgary Stampede drew 
its usual crowd of over one mil¬ 
lion spectators this year, and the 
rodeo stole the show with the 
help of two spectacular rides by 
brothers Denny and Rod Hay in 
the saddle bronc. 

Rod's 89-point ride on 
Franklin Rodeo's Skoal Airwolf 
and Denny’s 87.5 point ride on 
Calgary's Zorro Bandit drew 
cheers from the crowd, but also 
caused confusion in the scoring. 

The mix-up in the $50,000 
bonus prize will likely go down in 
history with every cowboy and 
spectator as one of the most 
memorable moments of the 
Stampede. 

Organizers of the Stampede 
announced Rod Hay the winner 
of the $50,000 cheque only to 
declare a mistake in the count¬ 
ing, so brother Denny was the 
real winner of the grand prize. 
But the error wasn't discovered 
until after Rod got the ornamen¬ 
tal cheque, and had plenty of time 


to experience the emotions of 
winning before he had to relin¬ 
quish the honour. 

"It wasn't so bad because 
Denny won it,” Rod said after the 
whole thing was over. 

Rod, who's wife Shellee was 
expecting a baby the following 
day, was planning on spending 
the money to help support his 
growing family. Shellee had the 
baby, a boy, on July 13, right on 
schedule. 

Denny was a gracious winner, 
crediting his family and especially 
his children for standing by him. 

"They don't care how you ride," 
Denny said of his children, "they 
just love you anyway." 

Denny said he felt bad for Rod 
having to go through all the emo¬ 
tions. 

"I just wish we both could have 
won," said Denny. 

Edmonton's Roger Lacasse 
was the $50,000 winner in the 
bareback. Lacasse spurred to an 
88 point ride on Verne Franklin 


Rodeo's Skoal's Blue Ridge to 
push him up to 173 points an a 
win over Chris Harris. This was 
Lacasse's fifth trip to the final 
round at the Stampede, includ¬ 
ing two times he finished second. 

Lacasse was quick to thank 
the fans for their support over 
the years and had his five-year- 
old son Spur with him during the 
cheque presentation. 

In calf roping, world champion 
Cody Ohl took the $50,000 with 
two 8.3-8econd runs on Sun¬ 
day. The Orchard, TX cowboy is 
the current world leader in calf 
roping. When asked what he is 
going to do with his cheque, he 
said he's first "probably going 
to make (his) bank really 
happy." 

Ty Murray was a big winner 
on Sunday with a $50,000 
cheque in the bull riding, and 
the title of all-around cham¬ 
pion, both in one day. 

Murray managed an 83- 
point ride on Kesler Rodeo's 


Black Jack Skoal, but because 
seven of the 10 qualifiers got 
bucked off, the ride was good 
enough to put Murray in front. 

Murray has tried 10 times in 
the past to get the big paycheque 
at Calgary, and finally came out 
on top. The announcement that 
he won the all-around title 
came shortly after the Hay 
brother mix-up, so Murray was 
hesitant to accept the award. 

"Are you guys sure you got 
your calculations right?" 
laughed Murray. 

Jesse Peterson won the 
$50,000 in steer wrestling in 
6.1 seconds. The first two final¬ 
ists broke the barrier, which 
left Butch Myer's 7.8 second 
run the only one to beat. 

"I'm about as happy as a man 
can be right now," Peterson 
beamed as he received the 
cheque. 

In ladies barrel racing 
Cheyenne Wimberly took home 
the $50,000. The Stephanville, 


TX cowgirl credited her horse 
April for her big win. 

In the Canadian standings, 
Lee Graves bumped BJ Zieffle 
out of top spot in steer wres¬ 
tling, which now also makes 
him the one to beat for the Ca¬ 
nadian high point award. 

The person everybody was 
talking about after the 
Waterhole Pro Rodeo was per¬ 
mit holder Billy Richards from 
Cochrane, AB. 

The 18-year-old cowboy won 
in both the saddle bronc and 
the novice saddle bronc. An 80- 
point ride on Peters & Sons 
Rodeo's Stands Alone earned 
him $886, while a 70-point ride 
in the novice won him another 
$282.

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Irrigation threatens bull trout populations 


In one of the most wide-rang¬ 
ing endangered species listings 
ever, the US Fish and Wildlife 
Service announced last Friday 
that bull trout are a "threatened 
species" throughout most of their 
US range (Columbia and 
Klamath River systems). In the 
other three river systems where 
bull trout are found in the US 
(Coastal-Puget Sound, Jarbridge 
and St. Mary's/ Belly River sys¬ 
tems), they have proposed that 
bull trout be listed as "threat¬ 
ened." 

The only population affected 
by this announcement that the 
US shares with Alberta is in the 
Belly and St. Mary's River sys¬ 
tems. These systems originate in 
Glacier National Park in Mon¬ 
tana and Waterton Lakes Na¬ 
tional Park in Alberta and drain 
into the Oldman River near 
Lethbridge. In 1996 a team of 
international experts issued a 
status report for this population 
and reported: "Populations of 
migratory fish have been reduced 
to remnant status, and resident 
populations occur only in isolated 
headwaters. The fragmentation 
of existing populations, without 
a mechanism to reconnect them, 
is a serious threat to the species 
survival." They also indicate that 
"... the strongest remaining mi¬ 
gratory population is in the Belly 
River, spawning in the North 
Fork of the Belly River along the 
International border." 

Since the release of this re¬ 
port, further work has been done 
to track movements of migratory 
adult bull trout in the North Fork 
of the Belly River. 

This work revealed that 
among 20 adult bull trout im¬ 
planted with radio-transmitters, 
four entered irrigation diversions 
in southwestern Alberta. Such 
movements generally result in 


permanent isolation from spawn¬ 
ing habitats or death when ca¬ 
nals are dewatered before win¬ 
ter. The study revealed irriga¬ 
tion diversions which fail to em¬ 
ploy fish exclusion devices to pre¬ 
vent river fish from entering irri¬ 
gation canals represents one of 
the largest threats to the long¬ 
term survival of this international 
bull trout population. 

Trout Unlimited Canada 
(TUC) has been active in Alberta, 
leading recovery efforts for bull 
trout through the Bull Trout 
Task Force (Alberta), as well as 
raising awareness about 
unscreened irrigation diversion 
structures. Last year when flow 
into an irrigation canal in south¬ 
ern Alberta were shut-off at the 
end of the irrigation season, TUC 
volunteers rescued over 16,200 
sportfish from certain death and 
returned them to the river where 
they originated. Bull trout were 
among the fish they saved. 

Tony Blake, President of 
TUC's Alberta Council, thinks 
it's ironic "threatened" bull trout 
from Montana are being lost 
down an Alberta irrigation ca¬ 
nal: "This situation shows Al¬ 
berta still has a long way to go 
when it comes to bull trout con¬ 
servation. Most of the factors 
which decimated many bull trout 
populations in the north-west 
states are also at work here in 
Alberta. Water diversions, dams 
creating impassible barriers, log¬ 
ging, mining, and road building 
are fragmenting Alberta's bull 
trout populations by degrading 
the clean, cold-water habitats that 
they need to survive. In the case 
of the Belly River population, 
even National Parks on both sides 
of the international border can't 
provide enough protection for the 
fish. They need to be protected 
through all portions of their an¬ 


nual migrations." He added that: 
"A few of Alberta's bull trout 
populations seem to be recover¬ 
ing quite nicely; however, we can¬ 
not afford to be complacent. It's 
important to remember that our 
migratory populations have been 
effectively wiped out in many 
watersheds. The species won't be 
out of danger until most of our 
remnant populations reclaim 
some of their former ranges." 

Brian Couronne, a volunteer 
who leads TUC's fish rescue op¬ 
erations, is concerned about the 
impacts of unscreened irrigation 
diversions on bull trout and other 
sportfish. 

"The existing information 
clearly shows that irrigation di¬ 
versions without fish exclusion 
devices are harmful to Alberta's 
bull trout. The Alberta Legisla¬ 
ture sent a strong message to 
Albertans in 1995 when at the 
urging of groups like the Bull 
Trout Task Force, it declared bull 
trout as Alberta's official provin¬ 
cial fish emblem. Part of why it 
did so was to raise the profile 
about the plight of Alberta's bull 
trout and to raise support for re¬ 
covery efforts. All Albertans have 
a stake in the future of our bull 
trout and all stakeholders have a 
role to play in recovery efforts. 
This is particularly true of Al¬ 
berta Environmental Protection 
(AEP) who own and operate the 
majority of unscreened irrigation 
diversions in the province. That 
we know North Belly River bull 
trout are being lost through irri¬ 
gation diversions, it is up to AEP 
to do its part and mitigate the 
effects of the structures it owns 
and operates. 

Michael Dell, also with TUC 
echoes the need for AEP to do its 
part: "As part of recovery efforts, 
AEP passed angling regulations 
in 1995 that prohibit anglers

throughout the province from 
harvesting any bull trout they 
capture. This sent a clear mes¬ 
sage to anglers that each and 
every bull trout is important to 
recovery efforts. However, the 
onus for bull trout recovery 
shouldn't rest solely on the shoul¬ 
ders of anglers. Everyone has a 
role to play. If anglers have to 
give up their traditional harvest 
of fish, then it is only fair that the 
protectors of our fishery resource, 
AEP, also do their part. Rather 
than syphoning bull trout out of 
the river, AEP's role should in¬ 
clude installing fish exclusion 
devices on all irrigation diver¬ 
sions structures that they own 
and operate." 

Henry Komadowski, spokes¬ 
person for the Oldman River 
Chapter of TUC, challenged peo¬ 
ple on both sides of the border to 


get serious about recovery efforts. 

"Knowingthat fish populations 
in Glacier and Waterton Lakes 
National Parks are getting close 
to 'threatened species' status 
should not be acceptable to Al¬ 
bertans or Montanans. We need 
to work together. We must recog¬ 
nize that the National Parks are 
not a cure-all and that we also 
need to provide adequate protec¬ 
tion when these fish venture be¬ 
yond the boundaries of National 
Parks. To allow this shared popu¬ 
lation to go extinct would be an 
embarrassment to governments 
and residents on both sides of the 
international border. If recovery 
efforts can't be successful when 
we have the benefits of protected 
habitats in two National Parks, 
the legacy that we leave to our 
children will be forever tar¬ 
nished."
